COST OF LIVING IS 
STEADILY INCREASING 


Ottawa, Dec. 11.—Figures for 
November, compiled by Mr. Cotes 
of the department of labor, indi- 
cate that the cost of living is in- 
creasing steadily with approach 
of the winter months, The index 
figure based on wholesale prices 
has jumped from 136.8 in Octob- 
er to 138.4 in November, nearly 
two points. During November, 
last year, the index number stood 
at 136.6. 

The increases, which were re- 
sponsible for November’s _ big 
jump were due to ‘advances in the 
prices of grains and fodders, cat- 
tle, beef, shecp, dairy products, 
eggs, ,fresh vegetables and ar- 
ticles of consumption generally. 

There were declines in the price 
of flour, glucose, honey, pepper, 
cream of tartar, raw cotton and 
silk, iron pipes, linseed oil, res- 
in and rubber.

ATTEMPT MADE TO KILL 
GOLD MAGNATE IN SOUTH 
AFRICA. 


Johannesburg, Union of South 
Africa, Dec. 10.—An attempt was 
made today to assassinate Sir 
Lionel Phillips, the leading gold 
mining magnate of South Africa. 
Three shots were fired at him. 
One bullet lodged in his neck and 
another in one of his thighs. His 
condition is declared to be not 
grave. The would-be assassin 
was arrested. 

The attempt was made while he 
was walking on Commissioner 
street. It is supposed to, have 
been an. outcome of the bitter- 
ness aroused against the mine 
owners, owing to the dissatisfac- 
tion of the miners in connection 
with the conditions of the settle- 
ment of the strike movement in 
September. At that time a ser- 
ies of riots occurred in which 
about 100 miners were killed and | 
many wounded. | 

The grievances of the men were 
chiefly concerned with the great 
mortality in the mines and the 
refusal of mine owners to recog- 
nize the unions. ,They were ev- 
entually forced to accept the; 
owners’ terms. 

Sir Lionel Phillips was closely 
identified with Cecil Rhodes and 
Alfred Belt, and he is a partner 
in the firm of Wernher Belt & 
Co. He has lived in Johannes- 
burg since 1889. 

In 1896 Sir Lionel was sentenc- 
ed to death at Pretoria for par- 
ticipating in the Jameson raid, 
together with John Hays Ham- 
mond, George P. Farrar and Col. 
Frank Rhodes. The sentence was 
later commuted to a fine of $125- 
000 and banishment.

A NECESSARY FOOD SUPPLY. | 


Some comparisons of records 
indicate what infinitely better re- 
turns some dairymen obtain from 
their cows than do other owners 
of herds. One lot of milk testing 
3.4, delivered at a factory last 
month ,was 21,580 pounds,, the 
yield of 20 cows in two herds. 
Two other herds also totalling 
20 cows and producing 3.4 milk 
gave only 12,380 pounds during 
the same month. These are not 
extreme comparisons because in 
many known_cases the test was 
lower and the total pounds of fat 
delivered would be consequently 
far lower. Apart, however, from. 
the weight of fat and the mone- 
tary value of the milk, think of 
one group of 20 cows giving. in 
one month.four and a half tons 
of milk more than the ‘other
